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The Salt Rub 
One Way to 
Soften Skin 


By JACQUELINE HUNT 


APs can always be dressed 
up for evening with good 
powder lotions or one of the non- 
greasy foundation creams and 
powder of the proper color to 
conceal roughness and _ blem- 
ishes. But when arms appear 
bare under the dazzling, reveal- 
ing light of the sun, such blem- 
ishes are not so easily hidden. 

It makes no difference whe- 
ther you want your arms white 
and soft or golden-bronze and 
sturdy, you will want a firm, 
clear skin. If your arms look 
pretty discouraging at present, 
try a salt rub. Do not use this 
treatment often, as it is pretty 
severe, but you should know 
about it as it is the quickest and 
most effective way to start treat- 
ment. You can also use it for an 
oily, blemished back, or an oily, 
thick-skinned face. 

Pour two. tablespoons of com- 
mon table salt into a saucer, and 
beside it place a jar of cleansing 
crea.in and 
several pads 
of absorbent 
cotton. Dip a 
pad of cotton 
into the 
cream and 
then into the 
salt. With a 
rotary move- 
ment, mas- 
sage the skin 
from the 
wrists up to 
the shoulders 
— or across 
the shoulders 
and back if 
you use it in this area—scrub- 
bing vigorously at the elbows 
end the backs of the upper arms. 

When the arms tingle and 
sting fram this massage, use a 
‘reat ped of cotton dipped into 
the steansing cream to go over 
the arms, then use tissues for re- 
moving every particle of the grit- 
ty salt. Several applications of 
plain cream may be needed. 

The elbows have a way of call- 
ing attention to themselves, even 
when the skin on the rest of your 
arms is soft and lovely, so give 
them an additional massage with 
half a lemon. If your skin is nor- 
mal the combination of salt and 
lemon juice will bleach dark, dis- 
colored elbows after a few treat- 
ments. 

The next step of the treatment 
is to saturate strips of gauze in 
warm olive oil and wrap the 
arms. Massage the remaining oil 
into the hands and slip on loose 
cotton gloves. Leave on while 
you have a long afternoon .nap or 
overnight. In the morning your 
skin will be smooth and velvety. 
Try to avoid strong sunshine im- 
mediately after this treatment as 
the skin is sensitive. 

In the morning wash away the 
remaining oil with bland soap 
and tepid water and rinse well. 
your next step depends on what 
you want your arms to look like. 

Arms that freckle easily should 
be ‘protected with a good founda- 
tion lotion or cream and ‘treated 
with lemon juice at night. If you 
like your arms brown, apply a 
suntan oil or massage more olive 
oil into the skin before exposure 
to the sun. Sufficient oil will al- 
low the skin to tan evenly.

And your menus 
can bé as varied, as simple and 
delicious as you want them. You 
can evén prepare for an im- 
promptu picnic on twenty min- 
utes notice as I’ll prove to you 
you later on.

You: first investment should be 
for equipment for transporting 
your food to the picnic ground in 
perfect condition. Have several 
wide mouthed vacuum jugs in 
the convenient gallon size. They 
are fine for keeping chowéders, 
soups, stews and coffee hot for 
hours. Or you can chill them 
thoroughly with ice water, drain, 
dry and fill them with your 
chilled salad ingredients, all 
combined except for the dressing 
which should be carried in a 
separate jar and added imme- 
diately before serving. Another 
jug might keep your fruit punch 
or lemonade icy until. you are 
ready to servé it, or keep your 
meat fresh if you plan to do your 
cooking out of doors. 

If you like to cook out of doors, 
have a flock of long handled 
forks to serve as skewers, of to 
enable you to turn your broiling 
steak without fear of a burn. You 
will find dozens of other uses for 
them too. In addition you will 
need a broiling rack or a heavy 
iron skillet and an iron kettle 
that can be used for boiling 
water or vegetables. If you like 
your coffee made on the spot get 
a huge old-fashioned coffee pot 
for the purpose. You will find all 
kinds of interesting picnic acces- 
sories at all hardware and de- 
partment stores. The kits with 
unbreakable dishes and picnic 
knives, forks and spoons are con- 
venient and not too expensive. 

The kind of picnic that you 
plan will depend on your locality. 
If you live in the city and must 
drive some distance away to pic- 
nic grounds where tables are pro- 
vided you may want to cook the 
food at home. A meat loaf, baked 
immediately before you’ start, 
covered tightly and wrapped in 
many old newspapers will retain 
its heat for a long while. 

Or a stew or fried chicken can 
be kept hot in a thermos jug. 
Simple bread and butter sand- 
wiches, a crisp cold salad of 
mixed greens and tomatoes or 
cole slaw, a cake or cookies and 
fresh fruit make a complete meal.
